Controversy Over Blockade. | 
One indication that Mr. Root does 
not expect the Wilsonian league ever 
will be adopted is the fact he believes 
the court will be asked to settle the 
Anglo-American controversy over the 
blockade. Under the Wilsonian league 
every nation unites against an ag- 
gressor, eliminating neutrals, so free- 
dom of the seas would be nonexistent.

Cannot Create in Full. 


The premier contended the same 
principles applidd to Armenia and the 
Dardanelles. 

| “Tt is impossible,” he stated, “for 
the league to call into being any forces 
not already existing. What would 
happen if you asked America or 
fused?” 

Questtioned why the league had not 
established control over the Darda- 
nelles, Mr. Lioyd George pointed out 
that France and Italy had been unable 
to spare the forces which they en- 
‘gaged to supply to control the water- 

“Must we go to war with France 
and Italy to compel them to ‘keep 
their obligations?” he asked. 


Where Should Seat Be? 


Mr. Balfour then asked the deputa- 
tion where the league’s international 
force was to be kept—should it be St. 
Helena, or, perhaps; Labrador? Cer- 
tainly, he declared, if it were kept in 
France it would not fight France, and 
if kept in England it would not fight 
England. 

Premier Lloyd George confessed he 
was not quite convinced that an inter- 
national army was the best method of 
preserving peace, but emphasized it as 
his belief that any attempt to force 
peace would only destroy the league.

Mr. Perkins’ death was attributed to 
acute inflammation of the brain, with 
heart disease as a secondary cause. 


Born in Chicago in 1862. 
Mr. Perkins was born in Chicago on 


Perkins, was long-engaged in ship- 
ping on the great lakes, and became 
a pioneer in the life insurance busi- 
ness. George started to the public 
schools at the age of 10. He finished 
at 15, and insisted on going to work 
rather than to high school. His first 
job was sorting lemons and oranges 
in a fruit store in Water street. But 
within a few months he found a job 
as office boy with the New York Life 
company. 

At 24 he resigned and took a roving 
commission as insurance agent, with 
headquarters in Denver. Within two. 
years Mr. Perkins had been made 
agent there, with commissjons aggre- 
gating $15,000 a year. _Then, in @ 
short time, he was made agency direct- | - 
or for several of the northwestern 
states, with headquarters in Chicago. 
The salary was $15,000 a year. | 
At 30 he went to New York as third 
vice president at a salary of $25,000, 
afterwards being made second vice 
president at $35,000 a year. 


Organized Great Corporations. 
Later as leading member of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., Mr. Perkins played a 
notable part in the era of financidl 
and business expansion which then 
was upon the nation. 

The most notable of Mr. Perkins’ 
chievements were the organization of 
the International Harvester company, 
by which most of the farm machinery 
and harvesting concerns in America’ 
were brought under one management, 
and the formation of the United States 
Steel corporation, with a capitalization 
of $1,400,000,000, by far the most gigan- 
corporation that had been 
of up to that time. 

“The interest of Mr. Perkins, how- 
ever, did not cease at financial matters. 
Immediately after the formation of the 
harvester company and the steel cor- 
poration he inaugurated an extensive 
scheme of social service and profit 
sharing among the employés of the 
concerns. It' was Mr. Perkins who 
started the plan to allow employés 
of the harvester and steel corporations 
to buy stock in them at less than mar- 
ket value.

Col. Kalpaschnikoff' comes of a fa- 
mous family of Russian soldiers. He 
himself was secretary to the Cabinet 
of Ministers and was an attaché of the 
Russian embassy to Washington before 
the war. He enlisted as a private in 
the Twenty-first Flying column of the 
Siberian corps, becoming later its com- 


made assistant to Colonel Anderson, 
chairman of the American Red Cross 
mission to Roumania. He was married, 
not long ‘ago, to Miss Celia Camp- 
bell Higgins, an American woman, and 
is now living in New York, his consid- 
erable Russian property paving been 
confiscated by the bolsheviki. 


The Colonel (Kalpaschnikoff) began 
to suspect Col. Robins even before his 
arrest on the night of Dec. 20, 1918. 
He had been trying to transport to 
Jassy, in Roumania, a hundred or more 
trucks and motors, donated through’! 
him by eleemosynary Americans, and 
he had found Col. Robins’ attitude 
toward that enterprise unsatisfactory. } 

After his imprisonment Ambassador 
Francis asked Col. Robins to request 
his release by Trotzky, but Col. Robins 
said that it could not be done. Trotz- 
ky, Robins explained, had unearthed 
a plot showing Kalpaschnikoff’s con- 
nection with Gen. Kaledin, .the Cos- 
sack commander of the south Russian 
forces opposed to the soviet. That 
very day Trotzky in a speech in the 
Grand Opera house, had denounced the 
American ambassador and Ka!lpaschni- 

koff as conspirators to overthrow the 
Soviet government. 

In this speech Trotzky read extracts 
from the secret correspondence of the 
embassy, available only: to the am- 

bassador, to Kalpaschnikoff and to 
Raymond Robins. “At last,” cried 
Trotzky, “the American ambassador 
must break his ‘golden’ silence. He 
is not an ambassador but an adven- 
turer, and the heavy hand of the revo- 

lution must deal with him. He has 
worked in the dark, giving money and 
rapid-fire guns to the counter revolu- 

tionists in the south. If I do not get 
satisfaction from him I shall not hesi- 
tate to wipe out all the Americans and 
foreigners who dare to plot against our 


liberties.” 


The 
concerned . merely Kalpaschnikoff’s 
anxiety to get the American motors 
to Roumania before they were seized 
by the botsheviki. There were two 
copies of it, one in the hands of Col.
